As 
stated in the H e r a ld the Rock Island, 
W abash and C. and A. roads decline to 
enter into the non-com mission agree­ 
m ent, and will pay the cuetomary $2.50 
on every ticket sold over the Iowa lines 
as usual. The following are the instruc­ 
tions received by the agents of the Bur­ 
lington and th e C. and N. W.,- these, 
with the Milwaukee and St. Paul, being 
the roads th at have made the new com­ 
pact: 
“ You are imperatively instructed 
follows, to tali? effect October 30,1888: 
F irst. You are not perm itted to re­ 
ceive any ticket commissions, directly or 
indirectly, from any one. 

You are not perm itted to pay 
any commission to any San Francisco 
representative of any railway, except to 
such ticket agents as are supplied with 
tickets of the issue of California terminal 
lines who are acting as the agents of 
such roads exclusively, and not at the 
same time acting as the accredited rep­ 
resentative of any other railroads. 
Third. The fact that the commission is 
desired or deemed necessary for the pur­ 
pose of cutting rates or meeting competi­ 
tion, or for any other purpose whatever, 
will be no excuse for a deviation from 
the above rules.

W lllla m i 
The Republicans got the first layer of 
a streak of bad luck last night which will 
culminate in their downfall next Tues­ 
day. The bad luck came in the shape of 
drizzling rain which began early in the 
evening and lasted through, with short 
intervals of cessation, until after their 
procession and meeting was over. 
The 
mischance may be turned, however, to 
good account for it will afford a reason­ 
able apology for their failure to come up 
to expectations. 
As the last grand final blow-out of the 
season, in which not only all the clubs 
of the city but those of neighboring 
towns as well, and the rabble generally 
were expected to take part, it was uni­ 
versally conceded that the affair would 
be of colossal proportions and entirely 
surpass anything that has been arranged 
thus far by either party.

Noyes, a couple of railroad men, whose 
enum erations made independently were 
found to tally. At another place nearer 
the point where the procession disbanded 
a H e r a ld reporter counted 790 in the 
ranks. 
It was like all processions in its noise 
and glare. 
Fireworks were discharged 
recklessly right and left into the crowds 
and against the windows of the buildings 
lining the streets. One genius who sat 
with the driver of the hack containing 
some of th e candidates, and probably 
pretty well loaded with free whisky, in­ 
sisted upon shooting two Roman candles 
at once, and usually managed to spot 
some unfortunate ‘victim in the crowd. 
The transparencies were not very num ­ 
erous, and were for the most part de­ 
voted to the interests of various local 
candidates, a fact of broad Buggestive- 
ness as to the question of the origin of 
the sinews of war for the entertainm ent.

For in 
atancos, one of the papers of our city 
every day, in a double-leaded editorial, 
cries* out: “ My dear, beloved downtrod­ 
den workingmen, unless you vote for pro­ 
tection you will be compelled to work for 
nothing next year, and England will 
reign supreme over your glorious land.”

BOBEBT BALFOUR'S DEATH. 


A Dose of C arbolic Acid T aken Ac­ 
ciden tally. 
The accidental poisoniDg of Robert 
Balfour, a resident of East Los Angeles 
was chronicled by the H e r a l i» o f yester­ 
day, b ut as the information concerning 
his death was received at a time too late 
to adm it of the stating of particulars the 
mere fact alone was mentioned. A jury 
of inquest was 
impaneled yesterday 
morning, and testimony was received 
from those who were acquainted with the 
details of tbe singular affair. 
E. T. Shoemaker, M. D., testified that 
he was called to Horne and Abel’s 
drug store at 8 o’clock Friday evening 
to see a man who had been poisoned. 
He found the deceased in a back room 
taking some Bweet oil. 
He smelled of 
the glass from which Balfour had drank 
the material supposed to be poison, and 
discovered an odor of carbolic acid. On 
being questioned, Balfour said that he 
intended to take some pepsin and whisky, 
but th at the stuff when he drank it did 
not taste like whisky. W hen asked to 
indicate the bottle from which he found 
the dose he indicated on the shelves a 
bottle which- was found to contain 
whisky, but one on another shelf above 
contained carbolic 
acid. 
Both were 


A. V ansull, the drug clerk, said that 
while he was waiting on some customer, 
he saw Belfour go behind the counter 
and help himself to something out of a 
bottle. 
The deceased 
had 
stomach 
trouble and a cough, and was accustomed 
to help himself to medicines. 
W m. A. H orne, the druggist, testified 
th a t he had known Balfour for some time 
and that he waH allowed to come into the 
store and help himself to the remedy 
which he needed for his stomach trouble, 
which was the elixir of pepsin. 
On this 
occasion, immediately after Balfour had 
swallowed the stuff he came to Horne 
and asked 
w hat it 
w a s. The latter 
smelled of the glass from which the dose 
had been drank and decided that it was 
carbolic acid. 
He im mediately gave the 
deceased sweet oil and sent for a physi­ 
cian, but in spite of all that could be 
done the m an died. 
Robert Balfour, the deceased, was a 
real-estate agent, a native of Ontario, 
and about 20 years of age. 
He was a 
well-known citizen of East Los Angeles.

Nobody who 
knows 
Colonel 
H ew itt believes him to be capable of 
such a trick. H e is an honest m a n ; his 
reputation for fair dealing has never 
been aspersed, and, after nearly forty 
years of residence in California, during 
which time he has always carried out bfs 
agreements in letter and spirit, he is not 
going, at this late day, to forfeit his good 
name by an act unworthy of himself and 
his record. 
Here is what Colonel H ewitt 
said in a card published in yesterday’s 
H e r a ld : 
" If elected, 1 will keep all moneys be­ 
longing to the State or county as requir­ 
ed by law ; and as the county has pro­ 
vided no vault, or any other safe reposi­ 
tory, I will deposit such moneys in the 
First National Bank, Farmers and Mer­ 
chants Bank, Los Angeles County Bank, 
Southern California National Bapk, Chil­ 
dress Safe Depoeit 
Bank, University 
Bank, Los Angeles National Bank, and 
such other banking establishments of 
the county as may he found desirable 
and secure.” 
One would think th at a pledge such as 
the above ought to be enough from any­ 
body ; but coming as it does from Colonel 
Hewitt, it has the significance of a fact 
which will be carried out honorably in 
every respect. 
The Times, for election purposes, has 
imagined against Col. Hew itt a course 
of which he is utterly incapable, for the 
purpose of placing Col. Banbury, the 
competitor of Col. H ewitt, in a more 
attractive light before the people than 
the Democratic candidate. That paper 
asserts that the Republican nominee

I n d ia n a po l is, November 3.—Early in 
the evening the streets were blockaded 
with thousands of people to witness the 
demonstrations of the two great parties 
which had been announced. The fears 
of conflict had been largely abandoned 
during ihe week, owing to the extraor­ 
dinary precautions 
employed by the 
authorities and managers of both par­ 
ties. The best of good feeling prevailed 
everywhere and so far as can be learned 
at this hour no casualties of any kind 
occurred. 
The Bepublican procession numbered 
about 4,700 men, and was reviewed by 
General Harrison from the balcony of 
the New Dennison Hotel. 
The big H ar­ 
rison and Morton C um berland campaign 
ball, which arrived here to-day, was es 
corted bv 500 torch bearers, and was a 
noticeable feature of the parade. 
The 
finest dip play was made by the Railroad 
Club, who liada model ot a locomotive 
drawn by b í x horses. 
The Republicans 
had but half a dozen bands, and for these 
they were compelled to send to the coun­ 
try, as the Democrats got ahead of them 
and hired every city band. 
While General Harrison was reviewing 
the parade he received a telegram from 
New York from Mr. Blaine saying: "The 
greatest political procession ever seen in 
New York lias been passing the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel for four hours, and seems 
endless.” 
Another message from H enry C. Bowen 
said : 
‘ ‘ Never in forty years have I seen 
such an im mense crowd of business men 
in procession as to-day.

H o w 
R e p u b l i c a n

Wakiiinqton, October 21.—An official 
of the Treasury Department, in 
the 
course of an investigation recently which 
necessitated the overhauling of some 
dust-covered departm ent records, came 
unexpectedly upon several bushels of 
papers which are a revelation of Republi­ 
can methods in the palmy days before 
Civil Service became even a hope. The 
documents, from which quotations are 
made below, are the official records of 
the Treasury, and are an interesting 
legacy from the grand party which 
is 
now 
seeking 
restoration 
to 
power upon the 
“ glory of its past 
history,” and its “ unexampled record.” 
The documents exhibit a condition of 
Affairs unparalled in the history of parti­ 
san warfare save among the petty mon­ 
archies of the Feudal Ages, when the 
refusal to swear fealty m eant instant 
death. 
In these old records runs a story 
of barbaric persecution that would never 
be believed were it not that the black 
lists stand over the dreaded signatures 
of those Republican executioners who 
swung the official ax. 
H um an sleuth- 
hounds were kept in training by the 
Treasury 
Department to 
prosecute a 
tireless hunt for evidence against the 
employees. And where no director even 
indirect proof could be found that a 
clerk hela views other than Republican 
a suspicion that he had a leaning towards 
Democratic principles was sufficient to 
behead him. 


T H E S E W E R E T H E R E A SO N S . 
Such was the relentless energy with 
w hich these cold-blooded 
persecutors 
nosed out their victims that no consider­ 
ation for long veare of duty, faithful ser­ 
vice or manifest ability averted for a 
m oment the official guillotine.

J. H. Sieffert, class 2, left Dr. Butler’s 
church on account of “ too much nigger 
preaching”—didn’t like the political ser­ 
mons. 
W. Chambers, chief messenger, John­ 
son, Seymour and Blair Democrat. 
H . Bronaugh, Democrat and John­ 
sonian. 
EVERY ONE DISMISSED. 
Not a siDgle one of these clerks was 
left. They were put out of the Comp­ 
troller’s office for no other reason than 
that they were Democrats. 
One of 
their contemporaries — the only one 
left of all 
then in his branch of 
the service—says : “ They were a very re­ 
spectable body of gentlemen and attended 
only to the work of the office. 
They 
were not politicians and did not talk 
politics. 
Some of them were ‘gentlemen 
of the old school,’ who had spent the 
best years of their life in the public ser­ 
vice.” The records show to-day that, 
with three exceptions, they were all dis­ 
missed. J. B. Motley, a most compet­ 
ent clerk and upright gentlemen, wAs 
>ermitted to “ resign.” Spencer, Bnck- 
ngham , Burington, Houston, Potts, Cat- 
heart. H ubbard, Lemon, Chambers and 
Bronaugh were removed the same day, 
May 10, 1869—hustled out of the D epart­ 
m ents as if they had been highway rob­ 
bers, and for the reasons alleged in the 
memorandum. 


PERFORMING A NOBLE SERVICE. 
Here is an interesting sample of how 
business was d o n e:

As a result of the pernicious system 
which made it a crime for public servants 
to have political opinions of their own, 
the people’s offices were soon filled with 
howling heelers and offensive, shouting 
partisans, 
whose superabundant zeal 
in 
the work of “ spotting” 
Demo­ 
crats 
was 
not 
only 
encouraged 
but rewarded by their superiors at the 
expense of the public treasury. 
As a 
consequence, these partisans flourished 
and grew vigorous and strong and bold 
in nearly every bureau, division and 
sub-division of the Executive Depart­ 
ments. Thoy were unscrupulous in their 
methods aud reckless in their charges. 
In many instances the partisan degener­ 
ated into the blackmailer.

der, among them Mr. J . Wesley Smith, 
who is to-day an attorney of Washington 
City, a man of character, means and ex­ 
cellent social standing—certainly a man 
of acknowledged ability. Said the “ Rad­ 
ical Clerks” of Mr. S m ith:

Smith, Chief Clerk of the Second Comp­ 
troller’s office, was a member of the 
Johnson Departm ent Club, is a Demo­ 
crat of the 
deepest 
dye—approach­ 
ing a rebel. 
He is unfit for his place, 
a tool, and is not supported by a single 
Congressman from this State. 


HEINOUS CRIMES WERE THESE. 
And here is their estim ate of an emi­ 
nently respectable gentlem an, who, like 
his parents before him , lived intheeBteem 
and honor of all who kDew him in 
Georgetown: 
“ J . R. Nourse, Chief of 
Loan Division, a Democrat and a native 
of the District of Columbia. Pretends to 
be Grant and Colfax, but would have 
been Seymour and Blair. 
He is a sneak 
and deceitful—keeps a ring of Secesh 
clerks in the office, and will unless re­ 
moved.

— Leech, wrote political articles in 
favor of Seymour and Blair for the In ­ 
telligencer during last campaign. 


Every one of these clerks were dis­ 
missed the service. The report had its 
effect. 
HOW IT BRED HYPOCRITES. 
Those who were not of the Republican 
faith had no means of escape unless 
they played the part of hypocrites 
and 
expressed 
“ bold, 
outspoken, 
vigorous Republican sentim ents.” They 
dared not assert their Democracy and 
they dared not keep it quiet, for in the 
latter event they were hustled out for 
want of partisanship. The system was 
well calculated to put a premium on 
hypocrites, liars and frauds.

At all events, D. H. Lusk was dismissed 
upon his say-so. 
Paymaster-General 
Brice went to inquire into the case, and 
the clerk himself appealed, as was his 
right, to the Secretary, alleging that his 
record 
was good 
and 
that political 
reasons alone had been the cause of his 
dismissal. The Secretary sent this auto­ 
graph to Vanderbilt, the Appointm ent 
i Dlerk:

INSOLENCE OF SUBORDINATES. 
The viciousness of the system which 
gave places to those who were without 
merit or claim other than their activity 
and zeal, and which put a premium upon 
fiartisanship, was manifest in the die- 
oyalty, insolence and insubordination of 
subordinate to superior. Mental and 
moral qualifications were not considered 
if the applicant had the necessary “ po­ 
litical pull,” as that was the sole pass­ 
port to punlic office. The subjoined evi­ 
dence shows how true this is and relates 
to a m an who rendered long service in 
the Treasury Departm ent, Mr. David W. 
Mahon, of Pennsylvania, who went up 
from the ranks by well-merited promo­ 
tion until he attained the post of First 
Auditor of the Treasury. He was the 
personal friend of General Simon Cam­ 
eron, as well as of his son, Senator Don 
Cameron, and of Colonel John W. For­ 
ney, and was esteemed by President 
Buchanan. One of bis subordinates, 
writing to T. L. Tullock, Appointment 
Clerk oi the Treasury, under date of 
April 19, 1869, say s: 
I tru st w hile you aro m aking removals of all

THEY WERE BLACKMAILERS. 
It is not a matter of surprise that this 
sort of partisan malignity was conducive 
to the generation of a lot of vipers, known 
generally to mankind as blackmailers. 
These persons degraded and debauched 
the service and filled tho air with their 
clamorings and vaporings, annoying and 
arresting those who were peacefully do- 
in^ the work of the Government.

The following letters are indeed well 
worth perusal. 
These poor fellows were 
turned out because of the newspapers 
they read:

“ George Barry, a Copperhead em ­ 
ployed in Statistical Burean. 
Barry has 
been, and is yet, a bitter Copperhead; 
he is one of those that during the war 
swallowed the New York World, adver­ 
tisements and all.” 
Such is the record against Mr. Barry. 
He was put out. 
There was an intensely bitter feeling 
towards citizens of foreign birth, espe­ 
cially against those of IriBh and German 
nationality. 
So intense was the preju­ 
dice aguinst Irish Catholics that duriag 
all the years from the close of the war to 
the inauguration of President Cleveland 
not one Irish Catholic was appointed to 
an office of prominence in the Treasury 
Department. 
If by chance there ever 
was one who held the post of Chief of 
Bureau, even tradition has not preserved 
his name. 
H ere is a list which charges 
certain employees with “ the crim e” of 
being Irish or G erm an! 
Think of i t ! 
Think how the old party, claiming to-day 
to be and to have always been the friend 
and champion of the Irish, and of IriBh 
Catholics, suffered its agents and high 
officials to persecute clerks, some of 
whom had fought for freedom at the 
price of blood, 
because 
they were 
“ Irish,” “ Old Democrats,” and “ Ro­ 
manists ! ” This list is a shocking exam ­ 
ple of the intolerance, the bigotry, the 
narrowness, the shameless hypocrisy of 
the Republican p arty : 
BECAUSE TIIÉY WERE IRISH. 
“ John l/owry, of the Register’s office, 
is reported as an 'Irish m an ; a bitter 
Democrat,’ and as one who ‘tore up Rad­ 
ical newspapers.’

“ Phelan, Irish ; oM Democrat. For the 
protection of radical clerks you m ust put 
this man out.

Jam es Ryan, of the Sixth 
Auditor's office, an upright, kind and in ­ 
offensive man, and a faithful clerk, was 
reduced grade by grade from $1,800 down 
to the lowest grade because he was “ low 
Irish and a Rom anist.” So mortified 
and distressed was he by these repeated 
insults, meant to degrade him , th a t he 
actually died at his desk, and some of 
the “ radical clerks” who wanted “ pro­ 
tection” against

Phelan, saia in passing by: “ Well, Ryan, 
vou have got an Irish hoist.” As shown 
by the register of the departm ent, John 
Lowry was turned out. 
Here is his sen­

Edward Schench, 
because forsooth he was a foreign-born 
citizen, or “ German and bitter Demo­ 
crat,” as he was branded, was turned out 
the same day—April 30, 1869.

The Department, being fall 
of partisans, did not lack spies who re­ 
ported those who failed to contribute.

Every employee in the service was ex­ 
pected to go hom e and vote the Repub­ 
lican ticket and to th at end “ leave of a b ­ 
sence for election purposes” was given 
him, no m atter how long he m ight have 
been absent during the year. 
This is th e printed blank that was filled 
out for everybody who evinced 
the 
slightest deBire to go home and put his 
shoulder to the wheel for the Republican 
party.

As a consequence of this system many 
of the employees were absent from their 
duties sixty and ninety days in a year. 
In one bureau alone the absence during 
a year averaged ninety-three days for 
each employee. 
A clerk who did not ask 
for “ election leave” was put down as a 
Democrat and ‘ ‘spotted. ” In a great many 
instances the leave was grantea to uncon­ 
scionable rascals, who used the time for 
prolonged debauches, and “ after putting 
in a good tim e,” they returned to the de­ 
partm ents gloriously “ full” of good tid­ 
ings about the “ grand victories” and 
trium phant Republican majorities which 
they had helped to roll up at the late 
election in th eir State.—[N. Y. World.

SORE THROAT. 
Inflammatory action of any kind In the noaa 
speedily extends lttelf to the throat 
Prom 
•he thrust each breath we draw carries the 
Irritation onward and downward through the 
bronchial tubea; as these are Involved the s n - 
pW ofairto the lungs becomes gradually Sl- 
m inlnied, tubercnles may form and bronchitis 
end in consumption. 
"Sore throat" is the 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis­ 
eases, differing widely from each other in 
their nature and treatment. 
The throat comprises the whole space freos 
the posterior nares down to the entrance la te 
the windpipe and Rullet. The sevoral parts 
liable to disease are tbe mucous membrane 
lining the throat, the mncous follicles or U " 
tlands, which In health, secrete the lubri___ 
ng mucous, the uvula or pednlns part which 
hanKB down from the curtain of the palate eng 
the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 
The mott sim ple form of throat disease la 
iniiflmmaiion of the mncous membrane, re­ 
sulting from recent cold. 
It is most prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. Tbe symptoms are 
a roughness In the throat, w ith a sig h t pala 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
and the tongne is slightly coated with whits 
fur. Within a lew days small whitish spots, 
which look like nlcers. form on the back of the 
throat and about the root or the tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, these aphthous points disi 
pear at tbe end of thre9 or four days, but whi__ 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. When the scute inflammation is not 
entirely removed it is likely to degeneate into 
a chronic form, and gradually develop whatfa 
called granular disease, or it may end in aa 
abicess of the tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargement of the tonsils and elongation af 
the nvola. 
chromic bore throat. 
This like nearly all affections of the thrott 
and nose, usually begins with a severe oold. 
«nd Is almost always attended with a hoarse­ 
ness. It Is more frequently a mere extenslom 
of catarrh or Bore throat than an original dis­ 
ease. the irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate organism of this paiC 
and thence gradually journeying onward Is 
the lungs. When it occurs as a consequenoe c l 
catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are com­ 
paratively mild. There may be pain but it Is 
more common to find only a sense of tickling 
which provokes cougb. Many com plain of a 
sensation as of "something sticking there,” I» 
get rid of which they keep up a rasping eA nt 
to clear the windpipe. Tbe voloe is always 
more or less affected, being rough In the «any 
stage, but more feeble after the disease is fully 
established. There la often a slight tenderness 
over that prominence of tbe neck known as tin 
"Apple of Adam" (Pomnm Adam), a heat and 
a sente of tightness and frequently some slight 
difficulty in swallowing. 
The canses w hich produoe this form of d is­ 
ease are various. It arises in clergymen and 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voloe. The vocal cords become ex­ 
hausted and lose their tone from straining sad 
overuse. Dust and all irritating matters in ths 
air are liable to be drawn Into the wlndplps 
and produce Irritation. It is more often -« 
mere sequel to sore threat, the inflammation 
extending down to the larnvx by reason of the 
continuity of mucous membrane. 
But from 
whatever cause It arises It to 
always a serious malady. The chronic form 
threatens the com plete destruction of tha 
voice, and rarely euds until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slight cold, every 
changeln the weather, every Bight o f dnat, 
feeds the irritation and increases the Inveter­ 
acy of its hold. 
On the other hand chronic laryngitis Ire 
quently occnra as a sequel of consumption, 
and is produced, or at least very much aggra­ 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring as a consequenoe of tuber­ 
cles, It la one of tbe moat distressing complioe- 
tioDs and adds greatly to the patient’s distress. 
In this form there is more or leas ulceration of 
the vocal chords, beginning on the lower side 
and gradually extending upward. These ulcezs 
often penetrate through the mucous and cellu­ 
lar membranes, involving th e muscular tissue 
and not Infrequently attaek tbe ligaments and 
cartilages themselves. 
When tbe laryngeal disease la secondary to 
that of tbe longs, and dependent upon it. we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those m es- ~ 
which w ill remove Its cause, and these v. _ 
have considered, and shall more fully consider, 
under the head of "Consumption.” 
In addition 
to 
inflammation, 
acute or 
chronic, the larynx la liable to abaoesaea, to 
warty growths and to 
pollpi. 
Under tha 
action.ol long continued irritation th e vocal 
cords become thickened, rendering tbe voice 
bnsky and Indistinct. 
And again, we may 
have com plete loss of voice irom ra lly of the 
cords, constituting an affection known to the 
physiciana by the term of • Aphonia.” Unlem 
the remedies are applied to the aeat of tbe 
disease It Is useless to try to effect a cure. It to 
for this reason that judicious inhalations am 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried without avail. 
TOH8IUT18 
Is an acute inflammation of the tonsila, 
whloh consists of a collection or mass of «mail 
mucous follicles or glands whose office is te 
(ecrere a portion of the fluid which keeps the 
throat m oist. There are persons who sufibr 
cvery winter, 
sometimes oftener, with aa 
attack of acnte Inflammation of these glanda. 
The trouble begins w ith a alight soreness and 
swelling, which gradually increases un til the 
act ol sw allow ing is attended w ith great anflrei^ 
ing. 
These glands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic Inflammation, and are found enlarged 
and very m uch hardened. In such cases thqr 
tecrete a thin, unhealthy, Irritating fluid, 
which Is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
the disease. In the- throats of many young 
persons these glands are permanently so largo 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathing 
ef 
children thus 
affected often oocasions contraction of tha 
cheat, and laya the foundation for consump­ 
tion. The euttachlan tubes (the moutha of 
w hich are Just above the palate) are píten In­ 
flamed, and pauHal detineas ia the result. 
Many patients suffering from a throat dto- 
ease are dysneptlc, and suffer from depression 
of spirits. 
So often does this symptom present 
itself that it may almost be regarded as one o f 
the peculiar ties. Persons thus afflicted havo 
usually the dark and dingy look of the faen 
which denotes functional derangement of thn 
liver. Thev are frequently emaciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypocnrondrlacal, irritable and often ex ­ 
hausted from other causes, In combination 
wltn this disease. 


URAMULAB BORE THROAT 
Is the most serious form of throat disease. It to 
so called because on looking Into the thront 
S 
anitations of various sizes are seen, studding 
e membrane and causing It to appear rongn 
and uneven. 
Sometimes these granulation* 
sopear in pate jes, bnt generally they are regu­ 
lar and distinct. 
When allowed to progresstbo 
mucous follicles of the larynx soon become In­ 
volved, and then we have added to the other 
symptoms a hnskiuem of the voioe in speaking 
or reading aloud, with a frequent effort to elear 
the windpipe, by which a thick, sticky, blulab- 
colored mucous is forced off with considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a simple ton 
granular sore throat is very eaay. The patient 
becomes conscious of vexatious tltillatton, pro­ 
ducing a de-lre to clear the thront several tfcuee 
during the rourseof the day. He may no* no­ 
tice tnls him self, but it Is. neverthelsn* ob­ 
served by his friends. Some months lator-thto 
disposition is found to have Increased, and to 
be attended with an occasional destoe-to swal­ 
low. the patient—to use bit own wordo—fooling 
something sticking In his throat.

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NEW YORK FASHIONS.

The fashion modestes who remain late 
ñ Paris have returned, bringing with 
them the latest novelties, and winter 
(owns of perfected designs that cannot be 
•btained earlier in the season. The most 
elegant carriage and visiting dresses im­ 
ported are in the Empire and Directoire 
•tyles, carried out in brocades of quaint 
designs, in plain vests and passementerie 
garniture, or in the dull satin like pea u 
4e s o it, and when wool is chosen* ladies' 
doths that have gay embroidered bord- 
•re. 
and 
are 
combined 
with 
velvet. with p ea u de so ie, white plush 
or with fur. These rich dresses are ex­ 
tremely slender in outline, and are al­ 
most entirely without drapery, their 
alight tournure being supplied by one or 
two short steels (onlv twelve and six­ 
teen inches long), ana a very small pad 
Imstle, if any. Wraps are seldom made 
to match these dresses, as they are to 
lie worn under long cloaks, which may 
b e left in the carnage, while a boa of 
retrich feathers, the color of the dress, 
ar else a small fur cape, is worn into the 
drawing-room. A muff and bonnet of 
ribbons, lace, galloon, and bands of fur, 
are made by French modiste to match 
some of these gowns, but with no refer­ 
ence whatever to the carriage cloak. 
The Empire gowns, for which Worth 
m famed, this season have a simple 
to q u e back, while the front is shorter, 
rennded just below the waist, and cov- 
ased frem the armpits down with the 
draped Empire belt, which is now greatly 
widened and carried straight across— 
w o t diagonally as formerly—beginning 
Jast below the sleeve in the under-arm 
•earn on the right side, and crossing to 
book in the left under-arm seam from 
the sleeve down to the end of the waist. 
Thin belt is the dress material or of one 
o f 
its combinations; 
it 
is 
about

ht 
or 
ten 
inches 
wide, 
lined, hemmed at top and bottom, 
and is the only covering the waist 
Hning has from the top of the darts 
downward. Above the belt the waist 
may be full from the neck down, open­ 
ing over a plastron, or else it has length­ 
wise trimmings of lace or galloon. The 
back of such basques is in box pleats or 
laaf points in *he middle forms, and 
square tabs on each of the two side forms, 
making four tabs, and their edges, even 
though of satin, silk or velvet, are now 
ihiehed with stitching in a single row a 
fourth of an inch above the edge. The 
sleeves are in the present acceptation of 
the mutton-leg shape—a full coat sleeve 
pusned 
up 
at the top in wrinkles 
around the armholes. The_ skirts of 
■nch gowns are all in straight lines, 
opening over an inner skirt in fiont the 
whole length, and with Bide pieces of the 
combination material, finished at the 
foot and sides to lap toward the front or 
the back. Fringe is often set at the foot 
of these flat breadths. These skirts are 
vary full, as all skirts without drapery 
must be, yet they are in folds that make 
the figure slender; foundation skirts are 
new made two and three-fourths of a 
yard vide. As an illustration Worth 
•ends London smoke (gray drab) p ea u de 
moie gowns combined with side breadths 
wt black in wide velvet and satin stripes, 
with the smoke-colored breadths trimmed 
across the foot with deep vandyke 
'joints of black cord passementerie, and 
opening very slightly down the entire 
front of the skirt to disclose a band of 
pale blue moire with red moire on each 
aide of it. These striped bands are made 
of ribbons laid smoothly upon each other. 
The basque of the peau d e soie has a 
deep Empire belt of the black striped 
velvet and satin covering its rounded 
fronts while above is the p ta u de soie 
gathered at the top, with narrow point­ 
ed gimp coming down each side where it 
opens on the gray ribbon plastron with 
scarlet In the middle and the blue rib­ 
bons on the sides, turning away in tiny 
mvers at the top next a standing 
collar of the blue ribbon, with a turned- 
over collar of the p ea u f i t soie behind, 
The mutton-leg sleeves have the folds 
across the top banded at their lower 
odgeby the pointed gimp, and another 
row is around the wrist, with edges of 
both red and blue ribbon showing from 
the inside. A similar gown for a young 
lady is of bright red ladies’ cloth, with 
the wide belt of the same, and ruches of 
black lace above the belt, trimmed with 
insertions of the lace around the cloth 
skirt, inserted literally, and showing the 
aflk foundation skirt through it, while 
between these insertions are rows of 
black satin piping folds, or milliners’ 
Saids, as they ware formerly called. 
Large-patterned brocades of a single 
c o lo r are combined with velvet of the 
same or a contrasting color for dressy 
afternoon toilets, and green is the fash­ 
ionable choice of such gowns. 
One 
nade by Worth has the brocade of green 
satin leaves on groe grain ground for the 
basque with mutton-leg sleeves of velvet, 
also a velvet vest which turns over in a 
rolling collar precisely as men’s vests do, 
to show a chemisette of pink crepe lisse 
gathered to a standing collar of the lisse, 
which 
is inside a turn-over 
collar 
ol the brooade. The trimming is wide 
gimp of shaded green silk cords, and a 
very few copper beads Bet on the front as 
n pointed girdle, also laid flat around the 
armholes, resting on the coreage next the 
full high tops of the sleeves. The skirt 
has the long full breadths of the brocade 
opened in front and behind to show vel­ 
vet breadths underneath, with broad 
revers of the velvet turned back, with 
the gimp laid upon them. 
Gowns entirely of velvet in the ame 
thyst, rosewood, brown,gray,or uewgreen 
shades, are trimmed with black passe'

designs that have 
lace-like meshes 
wrought in the figures, or else they are 
mounted over black net of large meshes, 
which in its turn is laid upon satin of a 
lighter shade than the velvet. This pas­ 
sementerie comes in sets, and is black

are, as all velvet 
gowns should be, extremely plain, con­ 
sisting of a very simple bssqne with 
a skirt of six or seven breadths mounted 
an a foundation skirt, with the velvet 
fronts scantily gathered, and slightly 
ssnght up on the hips, while the back 
breadths fall straight and are massed in 
a very small space, 
home of these 
skirts have extra and separate side 
breadths laceé and hanging straight, 
while others have the fulnees behind in­ 
creased by two separate breadths hang­ 
ing like sash ends, and caught togethei 
with a large knot or strap, giving them 
the effect of mammoth tassels.

The Myriads of Democratic 
Torch-Bearers.

N e w Y o r k , November 3 .—The Demo­ 
cratic Darade to-night started an hour 
later than scheduled. The crowds were 
im m ense; the sight of tens of thousands 
of men, all bearing torches or lanterns, 
baffles description. 
The paradera were 
fantastically decorated and 
bedecked 
with flags and bandanas in every con­ 
ceivable way. They moved along twelve 
abreast, b ut were frequently blocked 
by the crushing crowd whom the police 
seemed powerless to handle. 
Every­ 
where could be heard the question, 
‘‘W hat’s the m atter with Grover?” with 
the regular answer, “ H e’s all right.” 
Another refrain they seemed to enjoy 
was, ‘‘Ben, Ben, h e ’ll never see the 
White House till the robbins nest again.” 
Behind the dry goods men came the 
wholesale cloak manufacturers, who pro­ 
claimed their sentim ents thus: 
"Free 
raw material will give us the world for a 
m arket.’.’ 
“ W here’s Sackville-W eet?” was a con­ 
stant query, which called forth the state­ 
m ent, “ H e’s in the soup.” 
Among the clubs were the Wholesale 
Dry Goods Porters and Truckmen, 8tock 
Exchange Club, Railroad Club, West 
Side Business Men, Wholesale Jewelers 
Insurance Men, Custom House Brokers, 
Wholesale Druggists, Boot and Shoe Men, 
Young M en’s Independent Club, Ele­ 
vated Railway Employees, Produce and 
M aritime Exchanges, Coffee and Cotton 
Exchange, Real Estate and Insurance 
Agents, and a vast num ber of political 
marching clubs. 
While the 
procession was 
passing 
Twenty-eighth street and Fifth avenue, 
a well dressed unknown m an dropped to 
the sidewalk dead. 
H is body was taken 
to the station-house. 
A PICTURESQUE SCENE. 
W hen Governor Hill and the members 
of the Reception Committee arrived at 
the grand stand, it was 8:30 o’clock, and 
for an hour previous the streets had 
been packed with people.

the mass that 400 
policemen 
had difficulty in keeping the road clear 
for the procession to pass by the review­ 
ing stand. The scene witnessed by those 
fortunate enough to secure seats on the 
principal stands was picturesque in the 
extrem e, and the arrav of torches borne 
by the thousands of paradera had the 
appearance of a gigantic flame os the 
bearers neared Madison Square. Several 
companies of mounted men made a 
splendid appearance. The well-known 
figure of Joseph J. O’Donohue, at the 
head of the Downtown Business Men’s 
Cleveland and Thurm an Association, was 
greeted with three cheers and a tiger 
from the vicinity of the Governor’s box. 
It took nearly four hours for the proces­ 
sion to pass the grand stand. 
Estimates 
of the num ber in the procession range 
from 50,000 to 75,000. 
EXCITEMENT AT REPUBLICAN 
HEADQUAR­ 
TERS. 
At Republican headquarters up to 
m idnight was moBt exciting. Fifty police 
were kept busy clearing the crowds from 
the vicinity. The officers had all they 
could do to quiet the disturbances which 
occurred between the representatives of 
the different political beliefs. 
All the Democratic organizations of 
Brooklyn, num bering 25,000, made the 
final demonstration this evening by a 
grand parade 
through the principal 
' 
tbfai 


in g B on both sides of Broadway were 
filled w ith spectators. 
In Chambers 
street for many blocks above the m arch­ 
ing clubs waited for over two hours 
after the head of the procession had 
passed them before their right was un­ 
covered by the organizations starting 
further down town. In fact, the extrem e 
left of the line was not in motion until 
after 5, 
* 
BLENDED INSIGNIA. 
The greatest enthusiasm prevailed all 
along the line. 
H ere and there on the 
buildings among the display of stars and 
stripes and Republican insignia, were 
occasional 
Democratic decorations of 
bandanas, papers bearing Chinese char­ 
acters and pictures of President Cleve­ 
land. _ The paradera flaunted their little 
American flags and hissed the bandanas 
and groaned at the portraits of the Dem­ 
ocratic candidates. 
The headquarters of 
the Republican National Committee was 
completely decorated, and 
a banner 
bearing the portraits of the candidates 
waved over the cheering thousands. Mr. 
W arner Miller, Hon. Levi P. Morion, 
Colonel Kruger and General John C. 
Frem ont reviewed the parade from the 
stand at W orth monum ent, Madison 
equare. 
Hon. Jas. G. Blaine watched 
the pageant from one of the windows of 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and afterwards 
expressed regret th at he had been unable 
to get to the reviewing stand. 
It is esti­ 
mated th a t at least fifty thousand men 
participated in the parade. 
While ap­ 
proaching the aland Broker W illiam J. 
Osborne, one of the paradera, dropped 
dead and was borne away. 
Shortly 
above the reviewing stand the parade 
was disbanded.

N e w Y o r k , November 3.—Broadway 
was thronged with people this afternoon 
to witness the start of the Republican 
parade of business men. The weather 
was much the same as th at of last Satur­ 
day when the Democratic business men 
paraded. 
Rain came pouring down 
steadily from out of the leaden sky, but 
this did not seem in any way to dampen 
the ardor of the paradera. Promptly at 
1 o’clock the procession moved with 
Grand 
M arshal 
Mitchell 
at 
the 
head. The American flag was omni- 
£ 
resent in the ranks of the paradera, on 
uilding and in windows along the route 
M ultitudes of people 
e. 
Crowds of sighl 
seers "stood on roofs, in windows ana ii 


of the procession, 
thronged the route. 


doorways and cheered 
the 
different 
organizations as they passed, and the 
paradera frequently joined in. 
Imm edi­ 
ately behind the M arshal came a string 
of twelve horses in a double line draw­ 
ing a truck bearing the model of a 
steamship. 
The vessel was intended to 
represent the Dolphin, which was at first 
declared to be unacceptable to the Gov­ 
ernm ent, but is now considered one of 
the best vessels In the navy for coast de­ 
fense. 
Alongside the model were sev­ 
enty-five men in seam en’s uniforms. 
They came from the docks of W ard’s 
line of H avana steamships, and carried 
a banner inscribed, “ The Democrats 
killed John Roach, but his spirit goes 
marching on.” 
One of the most striking and unique 
features of the parade was the appearance 
nted by the Americus Club of P itts­ 
burg. There were 275 men in line. The 
men wore Tweed suite and white hate 
and each carried an um brella, around 
the outside of which were stars, while 
the ribs were alternately red, white and 
blue, thus making a national flag.

Democratic Doctrine on Tariff Re­ 
form a9 Taught by the G reat 
Leaders East and West. 


A. J. S tre e te r, the Presidential can­ 
didate of the Union Labor party, who 
has been malting a canvass for himself 
in the Western States, has a letter in the 
Chicago News, which is summarized as 
follows: 
Mr. Streeter thinks that from 
w hat he saw in Indiana the State would 
probably give Cleveland a m ajority: 
Illinois is doubtful on the Presidential 
ticket and surely Democratic on the 
State ticket, because of the Labor vote: 
while he regards Iowa as “ a doubtful 
State, with the chances in favor of the 
Democrats.” 
He closeB by saying, “ In 
my opinion this campaign will be a 
Waterloo for the Republican party.” 
Connecticut cast 137,233 votes at the 
last Presidential election. 
It is claimed 
that there will be 15,000 new voters this 
year, of which the Democrats will get 
two-thirds, 
Cleveland’s plurality was 
1,284 four years ago. The Butler vote 
was 1,684. which we will get this year, 
which will offset all Mugwump losses. 
The “ pay-envelope” method of intimi*- 
dation has injured rather than helped 
the High-Tax intim idators in the “ Nut­ 
meg” Commonwealth. 
The heaviest 
light is being made against Vance and 
Granger, the Democratic Congressman 
from the First and Fourth Districts. The 
State will go for Cleveland by anywhere 
from 3,000 up, but Fry-the-Fat Foster 
may get in his work on the “ Democratic 
Hessian” Congressman. 
The following is an extract from a pri­ 
vate letter written two days ago by Hon. 
I. D. G. Nelson, State House Commis­ 
sioner of Indiana, who resides at Indian­ 
apolis. 
Mr. Nelson is an old citizen of 
Indiana, has had a wide experience in 
the politics of that State, and is regarded 
an exceedingly safe and conservative ob­ 
server of political affairs. 
He writes : 
* * * * “ But there doss seem to 
be a change in the political condition of 
parties that is shown more in the temper 
of parties than in any other way perhaps.

For the past two weeks the Republicans 
have been m aking extensive prepara­ 
tions for a great labor dem onstration, to 
take place yesterday. 
It was expected 
to have 50,000 or more labor representa­ 
tives from this and other States. 
It was 
a beautiful day—but the crowd did not 
come, and the procession of all trades 
num bered 1,575 in line, according to a 
joint account of a Democrat and Repub­ 
lican. 
Judge Jordan, who has had the 
sole charge of the appointment ánd dis­ 
tribution of speakers, told me a day or 
two ago th at the tide had been running 
in favor of Democracy for the past week 
in a most satisfactory way, which, if 
continued at the same rate until the elec­ 
tion, would give them the State by 20,000 
or more.

If Fred Douglass is a prophet, or even 
the great grand-son of a prophet, the days 
of the g. o. p. are numbered.

W hile waiting at the Grand Central 
depot to take the 9 :50 a . m. train for Buf­ 
falo, Tuesday, Frederick Douglass, the 
colored leader, made some very signifi- 
cent admissions concerning the state of 
affairs in Indiana. 
He was conversing 
with Charles T. Davis, and said : 
“ I have recently returned from a 
thorough canvass of the Ho isier State, 
and I am satisfied that it will be impos­ 
sible to carry the State for Harrison in 
the coming election. Mr. H arrison’s pos­ 
ition on the labor question while in the 
Senate and his utterance that a dollar a 
day was enough for any laboring man 
has antagonized all organized labor in 
th at State, and in addition to that antag­ 
onism of the labor interests the Demo­ 
crats are thoroughly organized and in 
earnest. 
We found that all our efforts 
on the tariff question have been neutral­ 
ized, and have been of little or no avail. 
“ In regard to the State of New York,” 
Mr. Douglass continued, “ we have made 
strenuous efforts in the western part of 
the State and we are talking of coming 
to the H arlem with 70,000 for Harrison, 
but in my opinion we shall not reach the 
Harlem with 45,000, and I see little or 
no hope for carrying the State of New 
York. In fact, I individually have aban­ 
doned all hope of carrying the State.”

A SMALL WRECK. 


T h e S a n ta M a n tea T r a in T u rn * O ff 
th e T r a c k .
